The owner is even now, 
when past middle age, a "good fellow," 
who loves conviviality, and no game Is 
too hazardous for him if he has the 
amount of the stakes. He takes pleas- 
ure la telling the history of his serv- 
ice, as It concerns the most audacious 
game of chance he e\er witnessed.

When tke Moment to Strike Haft 


Come, Be Did Not Hesitate. 


Badajos lies In Spain fire miles from1 
lie Portuguese frontier. It was tbe 
:ey of a situation. Wellington's chance 
ras to strike at Badajos before tbe 
rrench marshals could combine and 
crush him. His task was botb in front 
of him and beblud liim. He lacked 
ransport; be lacked food for tbe men; 
tbe soldiers were eutlug cassava root 
nstead of bread; tlio bullocks were 
weak and emaciated. All this was the 
doing of tbe parliament at home. 


But Wellington knew that tbe mo-; 


ment to strike bad come, and be seems 
to bare hesitated very little. Placing 
no faith In the tongues of tbe Portu- 
guese, be inude bis plans with all pos- 
sible secrecy. The guns for the siege 
were loaded on board tbe transport at 
Lisbon and consigned to a fictitious ad- 
dress.

Having 
stationed two-tlilrOs of bis force under 
General Grabntu aud General Hill to 
prevent a most probable Interference 
by Soult and Mnrmont, Wellington ad- 
vanced, reaching IClons on tbe lltb of 
March. 1812. He had made tbe most 
Incredible exertions. 


Tbe stupidity of tbe Portuguese bad 


vied with tbe stupidity of tbe govern- 
ment at home. Wellington bad been 
carrying tbe preparation for tbe cam- 
paign upon bis own shoulders. If be 
was to win Baditjos, be was to win It 
wltb no help save that from gallant 
and trustworthy subordinates. He was 
111 wltlinl. Even his strangely steel- 
like nature bad bent beneath the trou- 
ble of preparation amid sucta Indiffer- 
ence. But on March 10 Beresford. wttb 
three divisions, crossed tbe Guardlann 
on pontoons and dying bridges, drove 
tbe enemy's outposts and Invested 
Badajos.—Stephen Crane In New Lip- 
pincott'a.
